JOURNAL 


Of the house of Representatives of the Alabama 
Territory, began and held at the town of St. 

Stephens, in said Territory, on the first Mon¬ 
day in November- it being the second day of 
said month, in the year of our Lord one thou¬ 
sand eight hundred and eighteen, and forty 
third year of American Independence; in con¬ 
formity to the act of Congress of the United 
States, passed the third day of March one thou- 
dand eight hundred and seventeen, entitled 
"An Act to establish a separate Territorial 
government for the eastern part of the Missis¬ 
sippi Territory." 

On this day being the day appointed by law 
for the meeting of the said General Assembly 
the following members of the house of Repre¬ 
sentatives appeared, produced the necessary 
credentials and took their seats (to-wit:)

From the county of Marion.- Charles Hudspeth 
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From the County of Montgomery- Philip Fritz- 
patrick. 

From the county of Shelby- Jesse Wilson. 

From the county of Tuskaloosa- J ulius FI. sims. 
From the county of Washington- J ohn F. Ever 
itt, Abner S. Lipscomb. 

And a quorum consisting of a majority of the 
whole number of members bing present, the 
house proceeded in the absence of the Speaker, 
to the choice of a Chairman. 

Whereupon, Clement C. Clay, Esq. a repre¬ 
sentative for the county of Madison, was duly 
chosen, and was accordingly conducted to the 
chair. 

On motion of Mr. Everitt. 

Resolved, That this house do now proceed to 
the appointment of a Speaker. 

Whereupon, John W. Walker, a member 
from the county of Madison, was duly appoin¬ 
ted and conducted to the chair; from whence 
he made his acknowledgments to the house. 

On motion of Mr. Clay. 

Resolved, That this house do now proceed to 
the election of a Door-keeper, and that Messrs. 
S. Walker and Syms, of Cahaba, be appointed 
tellers to conduct and report on said election ; 
and upon counting he ballots, if appeared that 
Littleberry Vaughan was duly elected. 

Mr. Speaker laid before the house, a letter 
from Samuel smith, the sergeant at arms, re¬ 
sting that office, which resignation was ac¬ 
cepted. 

Ordered, That the clerk do inform the Coun¬ 
cil, that this house have formed a quorum, e- 
lectedjohn W. Walker, Esq. a representative 
from the county of Madison, speaker, and Mr. 
Littleberry Vaughan, door-keeper, and are 
now ready to proceed to business. 
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A message from the council by Mr. Martin 
their secretary. 

"MR SPEAKER, 

I am instructed to inform the 
house of Representatives that the Legislative 
Council is met, and have elected Peter Martin 
their secretary, in place of Curtis Hooks, re¬ 
signed, and Matthew Lafoy their door-keeper; 
and are now ready to proceed to business." 

And then he withdrew. 

On motion of Mr. Clay. 

Resolved, That a committee of two members 
be appointed to wait on his Excellency, the 
Governor of the Territory, with such committee 
as may be appointed for that purpose by the 
Council, and inform him that a quorum of 
both houses have met, and are now ready to re¬ 
ceive any communication he may please to 
make. 

Whereupon, Messrs. Clay and Fitzpatrick 
were appointed. 

Ordered, That the clerk inform the council 
thereof. 

On motion of Mr. Everitt, 

Resolved, That a committee of three members 
be appointed from this house, with such com¬ 
mittee as may be appointed by the Legislative 
council, to examine and report the most eligi¬ 
ble and convenient rooms that can be obtained 
for the accommodation of both houses of the 
General Assembly, as sell as the terms on 
which such rooms can be had. 

Whereupon, Messrs. Everitt, Clay and s. 

Walker, were appointed. 

Ordered, That the clerk inform the council 
thereof. 

Mr. Clay gave notice that he would, on to 
morrow, move the following resolution, viz; 
Resolved, by the Legislative council pur- 
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house of Representatives of the Alabama Ter¬ 
ritory in General Assembly convened, That 
the joint rule for the government of both hou¬ 
ses "No. 15" be and the same is hereby repeal¬ 
ed. 

A message from the Legislative council by 
Mr. Martin their secretary. 

MR SPEAKER, 

I am instructed to inform 

the house of Representatives, that Messrs. 

Phillips and Wilson have been appointed a joint 
committee on the part of the council, to wait on 
the Governor, and inform him, that a quorum 
of both houses is met, and ready to proceed to 
business; and to receive such communication as 
he may be pleased to make. 

They have also appointed Mr. Gayle and 
Mr. Chambers a joint committee to act with the 
committee appointed by the house of Represen¬ 
tatives, to examine and report the most eligible 
and convenient rooms that can be obtained for the 
accommodation of both houses of the Gene¬ 
ral Assembly, as well as the terms upon which 
such rooms can be had." 

And then he withdrew. 

On motion of Mr. Fitzpatrick, the house ad¬ 
journed until tomorrow morning 10 o'clock. 

Tuesday, November 8. 

The house met pursuant to adjournment. 

Mr. Samuel Daie, a representative from the 
county of Monroe, & Mr. A. S. Lipscomb a re¬ 
presentative from the county of Washington, 
appeared and took their seats. 

Mr. Clay from the joint committee appointed 
to wait on his Excellency the Governor, and 
inform him, that a quorum of both houses had 
met, and were ready to receive any communi- 
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cations he may be pleased to make, reported 
that they had performed that service, and re¬ 
ceived for answer, that he would made his com¬ 
munication in writing to both houses in the Re¬ 
presentative Hall, at 12 o'clock this day. 

Mr. Everitt from the joint committee of 
both houses, to examine and report the most el¬ 
igible and convenient rooms that could be ob¬ 
tained, made the following report, viz. 

The committee appointed with one from the 
Council, to ascertain and report the most eligi¬ 
ble house for the accommodation of the Gene¬ 
ral Assembly, have instructed me to report, 
that the only house to be obtained, calculated 
for such accommodation, is that of Mr. Alston's 
-two rooms of which, with the necessary fur¬ 
niture and fuel, can be had at twelve dollars 
per day ; therefor respectfully recommend to 
the house, the adoption of the following resolu¬ 
tion. 

Resolved, That with the concurrence of the 
Legislative Council, both houses will as soon 
as the rooms can be prepared adjourn to the 
house of Mr. Alston. 

Mr. Clay presented the petition of sundry 
planters, merchants and gin holders of the 
county of Madison, praying that suitable regu¬ 
lations may be adopted for the inspection of 
Cotton-which on motion of Mr. Clay, was re¬ 
ferred to a select committee of five members, 
and Messrs. Clay, S. Walker, Lipscomb, King 
and Brown were appointed. 

Mr. Clay presented the petition of sundry 
persons residing in the immediate vicinity of 
the town of Huntsville, praying n extension 
of the corporate limits, which on motion of Mr. 
Clay, was referred to a committee of three 
members, and Messrs. Clay. S. Walker and 
Everitt were accordingly appointed. 
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On motion of Mr. Clay. 

The following standing committees were ap¬ 
pointed in conformity to the forty-first rule, 

(viz:) 

A committee of elections, consisting of Mes¬ 
srs. Walton, Warren and Vaughan. 

A committee of Ways and Means, consisting 
of Messrs. S. Walker, Sims (of Cahaba ) and 
Slade. 

A committee of Claims, consisting of Messrs. 
Fitzpatrick, Murrell and Sims (of Tuskaloo- 
sa.) 

A committee of Revisal, and unfinished bu¬ 
siness, consisting of Messrs. Brown, Wilson 
and Hudspeth. 

A committee of Accounts, consisting of Mes- 
ers. Robisbow, Smith and Anderson. 

A committee of Proposition and Grievances 
consisting of Messrs. King, Dale and Brown. 

A committee of Enrolled Bills, consisting of 
Messrs. Clay, Lipscomb and Everitt. 

William Walton returned as a representative 
from the county of Clark, in the room of J ohn 
M'Grew, resigned-appeared, produced his 
credentials and took his seat. 

A message from the Legislative Council by 
Mr. Martin their secretary. 

"Mr. SPEAKER, 

I am instructed to inform the 
house of Representatives, that the Legislative 
Council have concurred in their resolution, to 
adjourn to Mr. Alston's house, as soon as the 
rooms can be prepared.” 

And then he withdrew. 

On motion of Mr. Lipscomb, 

Ordered that the clerk inform the Legisla¬ 
tive Council, that this house is now ready to ad¬ 
journ to the house of Mr. Alston. 

On motion of Mr. Lipscomb. 
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Resolved, That this house do now adjourn 
forthwith, to the house of Mr. Alston. 

The Council appeared in the Representa¬ 
tive chamber, preceeded by the door-keeper, 
and took the seats assigned them. 

A message from his Excellency the Gover¬ 
nor, by Mr. Lyon his private secretary, who 
delivered to the speaker, a written communi¬ 
cation, addressed to both houses.- and then be 
withdrew. 

The message was then read as follows: 

GENTLEMEN OF THE LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL, AND 
OF THE 

HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES : 

THE events of the present year furnish flat¬ 
tering evidence of the increasing pros¬ 
perity, and distinguished advantages of our 
Territory. Attracted by a genial climate, pro¬ 
ductive soil, and navigable rivers - number 
have been added to our population, and crowds 
from all quarters are exploring our forest in 
search of situation for their future residence. 

The demand for the public lands is unprece¬ 
dented; and prices are obtained, which would 
be deemed more than adequate for improved 
farms in may of the states. Places which 
were lately the wretched abodes of the unfortu¬ 
nate savage ; now present fruitful fields and 
flourishing towns ; and, withal, a degree of 
health prevails, which probably has not been 
exceeded in any country. I am satisfied, from 
observation in the various directions I have 
been called by the public concerns, that in esti¬ 
mating the character of this portion of the uni¬ 
on, a salubrious atmosphere may be justly re¬ 
garded among its prominent traits. 

Afraid these peculiar blessings and cheering 
A. 
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prospects, for which we are so much indbeted 
to a kind Providence ; we have, however, to la¬ 
ment, the murderous incursions of a misguided 
enemy, on a portion of our southern frontier. 
Hostilities were commence on the part of the 
Indians, whose residence has been occasionally 
on either side of the Florida line, in the month of 
Jan'ry last, and have been since continued with 
marks of cruelty almost unexampled. Many of 
the inhabitants were compelled to seek safety in 
the interior, and not until within a few weeks have 
they been permitted to return to their dwellings. 
Extensive swamps and the adjoining Spanish 
possessions, furnished retreats for the Savages, 
whence, in despite of the utmost vigilance ,they 
might annoy our scattering settlements. The 
regular troops being inadequate to afford the 
necessary protection, it become indispensable to 
station militia at the most exposes points, ad to 
employ detachments in scouring the neighbor¬ 
ing woods. In September last, an expedition 
was arranged under the command of the gallant 
Colonel Dale, when most of the party which 
had so long disturbed the repose of the frontier, 
crossed the Alabama, and pursued their course 
through the neighborhood of th Falls of Tus- 
kaloosa, towards the Mississippi. This very 
extraordinary movement may be justly ascrib¬ 
ed to the occupation of Pensacola by the Ame¬ 
rican forces. 

You will readily imagine the extreme labor 
and embarrassment to which the Executive has 
been subjected - without funds, and at a period 
when the organization of the civil and military 
system of the Territory required his constant 
attention. In a newly settled country, moreo¬ 
ver, it was ruinous to call the militia from their 
homes ; and nothing less than the most impe¬ 
rative obligations, could have justified the mea- 
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sure. The occasion nevertheless, has afford¬ 
ed numerous instances of patriotism, worth of 
the highest commendation. 

I have been authorized to draw on the war 
department for the necessary funds to defray 
the expenses incurred in defending the country ; 
and he accounts are now in a train of adjust¬ 
ment. 

Notwithstanding these unfortunate occur¬ 
ences, which were calculated to make impres¬ 
sions abroad unfavorable to emigration, it is pro¬ 
bable the whole number of our in habitants at 
this time, exceed seventy-five thousand. I n the 
year eighteen hundred and sixteen, this portion 
of the then Mississippi Territory contained on¬ 
ly twenty-eight thousand six hundred and se¬ 
ven; and it appears by the census taken the 
present year, that, excluding the counties of 
Lawrence and Marion, from which no re¬ 
turns have been received, our population a- 
mounts to sixty-seven thousand, five hundred 
and ninety-four. So soon as the lists are com¬ 
pleted , they shall be laid before you. There 
can be no doubt, that an application on the part 
of the Territory for admission into the Union, 
will be readily granted by the National Legis¬ 
lature. That subject, so interesting to us all, 
and the apportionment of representation, will 
doubtless attract your early attention. 

Pursuant to resolutions passed at the last se- 
sion of the General Assembly, I addressed a le- 
ter to the Governor of Mississippi repecting 
the monies in the Treasury of that state, claim¬ 
ed by this Territory, under the act on Congress, 
and at the same time, adopted measures for 
procuring one hundred companies of the Digest of 
the Laws of the late Mississippi Territory.- 
The correspondence which is herewith trans¬ 
mitted, will shew, that, although it has not been 
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practicable to obtain the Digests in due season, 
they will be forwarded in a few weeks. I n the 
mean time, aware that the officers in the newly 
create counties could not proceed, without the 
means of ascertaining their respective duties ; 
and desirous to afford them every possible aid, 

I called on the clerks of the neighboring coun¬ 
ties for such copies of the laws as had not been 
distributed. I have been thus enabled to trans¬ 
mit a small number to each county. It is also 
desirable that some legislative provision should 
be made for furnishing the officers of the militia 
with copies of the militia laws. 

An act of Congress passed at their last sessi¬ 
on, vests in the Territorial Legislature, autho¬ 
rity to appoint, change, and regulate the times 
and places of holding Courts ; and it is proba¬ 
ble, the public convenience may be promoted by 
directing your attention to the subject. Per¬ 
mit me also to recommend an extension of the 
powers of the County courts. The number of 
the J udges of the Superior Courts and the a- 
mount of their salaries, are inadequate to the 
duties they are required to perform; and the 
difficulties of travelling from county to county, 
are frequently insuperable. Failures in hold¬ 
ing Courts, and delays in the administration of 
justice are therefore the unavoidable consequence 
- In some of the states, the County Courts are 
clothed with civil and criminal jurisdiction to 
a certain extent; and in my view, the system 
appears suited in a peculiar degree, to the sit¬ 
uation of our country. I would submit, more¬ 
over, the propriety of fixing, as far as practi¬ 
cable, permanent limits to the respective coun¬ 
ties. With the knowledge acquired by the sure- 
veys of various parts of the Territory, that ob¬ 
ject may be now judiciously accomplished, and 
many consideration urge its importance. So 
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long as the seats of justice are temporary, it is 
not to be expected that convenient accommo¬ 
dation for the Courts, will be provided. It 
may also be proper that the Legislature should 
adjust the rates of ferriage on our principal riv¬ 
ers. At present the power of establishing and 
regulating ferries is vested in the County 
Courts, and it is believed, that different rates 
on the same stream, are prescribed in different 
counties. I learn, that, owing to the ambigui¬ 
ty of the provisions of the act imposing a tax on 
lands, the construction has not been uniform a- 
mong the assessors; An amendment, therefore, 
is necessary. 

The acts of congress prohibiting the impor¬ 
tation of salves from any foreign country, leave 
the disposition of such as may be unlawfully in¬ 
troduced, to the legislative authorities of the 
states and territories, in which they may be 
found ; and it may be important that the sub¬ 
ject should occupy your consideration. 

I have received a commission of George 
Philips, J ohn Gayle, J un. Matthew D. Willson, 
Lemuel Mead and Henry Chamber, as members 
of the Legislative Council ; the two last in the 
place of Robert Beatty, resigned, and Joseph 
Carson, deceased ; and I have to inform you 
that it will expire on the fifteenth day of Febru¬ 
ary next. 

You are apprized of the distinguished spirit 
of liberality which was manifested on the part 
of the Nation Legislature, during their last 
session, towards our Territory. An act passed 
authorizing the reservation of an entire town¬ 
ship of land for the support of a Seminary of 
Learning ; and also, of "any one entire sec¬ 
tion" to be located under the direction of the 
Governor, for the Seat of Government. Fully 
aware of the public sensibility which selec- 
B R 
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tion of a scite for the seat of Government always 
excites, and of the influence of local feelings in 
the determination of the question. I could not 
expect by any choice, however judicious, to 
afford universal satisfaction. And the delicate 
task assigned to the Executive has been ren¬ 
dered the more embarrassing by a combination 
of accidental circumstances. A copy of the 
act did not teach me until the month of J une 
when the town of Cahawba, which, among oth¬ 
er scites, had attracted the attention of our fel¬ 
low-citizens, was offered for sale, on the first 
Monday of October. Should that place be 
considered the most eligible ; not tho have exa¬ 
mined its claims in the due season, would have de¬ 
prived the Territory of their chose-while on 
the other hand, it was possible that the selec¬ 
tion made by the Executive might not be ap¬ 
proved by the Legislature. That I should en¬ 
deavor to prevent the former, appeared to me 
an imperative duty ; while at the same time, 
to avoid the injurious consequences of a collisi¬ 
on of opinion between the public funcionaries, 
was much so be desired. In this dilemma, I 
was disposed to confer with the commissioners 
appointed at the last session of the General As¬ 
sembly to report the situation they might deem 
most eligible ; and, without delay, addressed a 
letter on the subject to the gentleman first 
named in the act. Owing to causes beyond 
their control, they were unable to meet me, and 
I lost the benefit of their views. 

Anxious only to promote the general interest 
of the Territory, and guided by an impartial 
judgment, I was pursuaded, that the scite which 
migh present the best prospect of permanency, 
an of avoiding, hereafter, those unpleasant 
discussions which have so much disturbed the 
repose, and distracted the councils of our sister 
states, ought to be selected. Considerations 
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residing from our future prospects, and con¬ 
nected with the general convenience, were not to 
be overlooked ; nor the gratification of a part 
of our population to be regarded, in oppo¬ 
sition to the rights and interest of the whole. 

The experience of other states had shown, that 
to consult as far as practicable in the choice 
of position, the convenience of every portion 
of the country, is the surest method of ren¬ 
dering that chose, permanent. In pursuing 
that principle, the nearest eligible scite to the 
centre of the Territory, presented the highest 
claim, while the probate future population of 
the different parts, was also to be considered. 

The latter, however, being necessarily matter 
of conjecture only, and liable to be estimated 
according to various impressions, furnished a 
criterion altogether uncertain; and therefore, 
was entitled to the less attention, with such 
views I proceeded to examine the junction of 
Cahawba and Alabama. The bluff on the west 
side of those rivers, presents a beautiful scite, 
with springs of god water, and the prospect of 
health. Situated on a river capable of being 
navigated by boats of great burthen, and sup¬ 
ported as it will be, by the abundant producti¬ 
ons of an extensive and for the back country on 
the Alabama and Cahawba, and their tributary 
streams, the town of Cahawba promises to vie 
with the largest inland towns in the southern 
country. Possessing, in my judgment, the ne¬ 
cessary advantages,- approaching certainly, 
nearer to the centre of the Territory, and pro¬ 
bably of its future permanent population than 
any place otherwise equally eligible, I commu¬ 
nicated the result of my examination to the 
President of the United States, with the re¬ 
quest, that such parts of sections as I thought 
best calculated for the seat of Government, 
might be reserved from sale. The request has 
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been granted, and I herewith transmit a copy of 
the correspondence, together with a letter from 
the commissioner of the General Land Office 
to the Register and Receiver and a report sign¬ 
ed by three of the Commissioners appointed at 
the last session of the General Assembly, "to 
examine and report to the Governor the most 
eligible scite for the seal of the Territorial Go¬ 
vernment.” It is possible that the geograph¬ 
ical views presented in my communication to 
the Secretary of the Treasury, may not be en¬ 
tirely accurate ; but should there be any error, 
your liberality will fine an apology in the very 
limited means of information which were with¬ 
in my reach. 

In submitting the further, disposition of the 
subject to the wisdom of the Legislature, I feel 
no other solicitude, than that the course may 
be pursued, which shall best promote the wel¬ 
fare of the country and the happiness of our 
fellow citizens. And I have the fullest confi¬ 
dence that such will be, the object of your deli¬ 
berations.

I am instructed by the Legis¬ 
lative council, to inform the house of Represen¬ 
tatives that the council have appoint on the 
committee of enrolled bills, Mr. Chambers, to 
act jointly with such committee as may be ap¬ 
pointed on the part of the house of Representa¬ 
tives. 

The council have appointed on the commit 
mittee of accounts, Messrs. Gayle and William, 
to act jointly with such committee as may be 
appointed on the part of the house of Repre¬ 
sentatives." 

And then he withdrew. 

A message from the Legislative council by 
Mr. Martin their secretary. 

"Mr. SPEAKER, 

I am instructed to inform the 
house of Representatives, that the Legislative 
council have given leave to bring in a bill to as¬ 
certain more particularly the boundaries of 
Shelby county, and to lay off new county on 
the north east part thereof.” 

And then he withdrew. 

Mr. Vaughan presented the petition of sun¬ 
dry inhabitants of the counties of Madison and 
Cotaco, praying a Turnpike road may be au¬ 
thorised from Ditto's landing on Tennessee, to 
the head of the Black Warrior; which was 
read : and 

On motion of Mr. Vaughan. 

Ordered, that the same be referred to the 
committee of proposition and grievances. 
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Mr. Lipscomb presented the petition of Ma¬ 
ry P. Moore, praying to be divorced from Ga¬ 
briel Moore her husband, which was read 
On motion of Mr. Lipscomb, 

Ordered that the same be referred to a se¬ 
lect committee of three members : 

And a committee was appointed by Messrs. 
Lipscomb, Everitt and Murrell. 

Mr. Syms (of Cahaba) presented the petition 
of Silas M'Guire, praying a divorce from his 
wife Polly M'Guire, which was read : and 
On Motion of Mr. Syms. 

Ordered that the same be referred to a select 
committee of three members. 

And a committee was appointed of Messrs. 
Syms, (of Cahaba) Fitzpatrick and King., 

On motion of Mr. Clay. 

The house then adjourned until two o'clock.

The house met pursuant to adjournment. 

On motion of Mr. Clay. 

The house took up the order of the day, and 
resolved itself into a committee of the whole 
house, on the message of his Excellency the 
Governor, and after some time spent therein, 
Mr. Speaker resumed the chair, and Mr. Eve¬ 
ritt reported that the committee of the whole, 
had according to order, had the Governor's 
message under consideration, and had come to 
sundry resolutions thereof, which he delivered 
in at the clerk's table, where the same were 
read as follows : 

Resolved, That so much of the Governor's 
message as relates to the calling out the mili¬ 
tia, be referred to a committee five members, 
with authority to wait on his Excellency the 
Governor, and request of him to furnish the 
committee with a copy of his correspondence 
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with the secretary at war, and the commanding 
general of the eastern section of the division of 
the south, on that subject, so far as his Exel- 
lency may deem it proper to be divulged. 
Resolved, That so much of the governor's 
message as relates to our admission into the 
Union, be referred to a select committee of 
three members. 

Resolved, That so much of the governor's 
message as relates to the apportionment of 
Representation be referred to a select commit¬ 
tee of seven members.
